On the morning of the Itfllii December, 1EK>2 at the instance 
of the Ha, sc Superintendent, Walong, N.E.F.A.. Head 
Constable Shcoji Rain ol the 1 Battalion, accompanied by 
a small party of the Central Reserve Police and some civilians, 
set out to locate the cause of a foul stench. On his war- 
back while crossing a barbell wire fence at a distance of about 
100 yards from the camp lie saw a blgh explosive gicnade 
fall from the wire and emit smoke. Realising that the grenade 
was primed and about to explode, he warned the party to lie 
down on the ground and, with great presence ct mim) and 
utter disregard for his personal safet' 1 , pirtul up the grenade 
and threw it away into a nearby ditch thereby saving the 
entire party.. Rut for the courage of the Head Constable, 
many lives would have been lost.

On 1 3 Lh January' l9bS at 0700 hours a party of the V 
Battalion, Andhra Pradesh Police and XIII Battalion, Madhya 
Pradesh Police, Special Armed Force, were detailed tor road 
opening duty from then post at Notsonyu in Nagaland 
Advancing from the post the party split into two gitiups 
One group was ordt red to move over the hill covering t/v- 
road and the other advanced along the road. 

Thc road party walked inlo an ambush laid by Nag.i 
Hostllcs with three bren-gun* anil several rifles. In the first 
burst of hie tlie hostile* killed four nten of the Andhra 
Pratleslt Police including the troop commander and five men 
of the Madhya Pradesh S.A.f , 

Constable jassey Rat No. 581, who was Brcn-gunner \o. t 
and his No. 2, Co 'stable- Tck Bahadur No, 589, Immediately 
took position behind tlm slump oE a tree and returned fire. 

Unfortunately the pu-ili -i was vi ry exposed and the two 

hostile L.M.C.s. tliat weie raking it would have wiped them 
out. They, therefore, fell back a few feet and touk cover and 
conthui",! to .-iwer-p the ho tile party with fire. 

While they -yrra ciieaging die hoOTIcs m front, anothei 
"group atta- .c-1 From the si 1 1 and fvhau tlicy turned to 
engage them, some of the hostile, rushed out and took away 
some of the arms of the pn'i: eni'm who had been Filled. 

The Uosliles main aim however vtu to capture one of the 

brens, bat Jassey Ral and Tek TR'lndur kept up the fight, 
they did not dare try to take that weapon. 

Throughout the action, although in a difficult position, 
Constables Jassey Rai and Tek Bahadur shoved determina- 
tion and initiative of a high order. They not only managed 


r--. save the rest of the party and their arms and ammunition.
